CHICAGO, .May 1—Medical science 


stepped in as arbiter today. in a duel of 
wits and identity which has raged in the 
efforts of the man who calls himself 
George A. Kimmel, but who is also 
known as Andrew J. White, to estao- 
lish his claim as the lost son of Mrs. 
Estelle Kimmel. 
The claimant was operated upon to- 


day by Dr. Loren J. Wilaer, at the Rob- 
in an effort to re- 
lieve a. depression in the skull of the pa- 
tient, which, it is claimed, has affected 
his memory. 

This operation. was offered as a last 
resort to restore the past to this man 
of mystery, who for months has main- 
tained he is George A. Kimmel, former 
cashier of a bank in Arkansas City, 
Kan., and who disappeared from that 
place. 

Hopes to Aid Claimant. 

Dr. Wilder, a specialist in brain dis- 
eases, said that he had undertaken the 
operation because of.the fact that he 
believed in the truthfulness of ‘‘Kim- 
mel’s’’ statements, and that he was anx- 
ious to restore his memory, so that he 
could set himself right with his rela- 
tives and friends. Dr. Wilder was as- 
sisted by Dr. A. N. Moore and Dr. 
M. Panden. 

“The operation was very difficult,” 
said the doctor, ‘“‘but through the means 
of X-ray pictures I located the obstruc- 
tion just at the base of the ski.” 

“T reached the obstruction throngh the 
use of an electric drill, and believe 
firmly that as soon as this depression 
on the brain is removed the memory will 
at once be restored to the man who, to 
my mind, has been badly mistreated. 

Expects Memory Recovery, 

“There is no doubt when he recovers 
from the operation he will be able to 
relate his story as coherently and ra- 
tionally as any sane man. The obstruc- 
tion bears down on the brain just 
enough to cloud his memory, and, this 
removed, he will be himself again.. 

“I am inclined to believe in the man’s 
story and for that reason intend to do 
all I can to restore his memory so that 
he may be able to prove his identity.’’ 

Dr. Wilder declared that he would 
keep ‘“‘Kimmel’’ at the hospital for 
about three weeks, and then keep hin: 
under observation perhaps for five 
months. 

Three Angles to Contest, 

The Kimmel contest has three angles, 
first the claim of Kimmel, second the 
belief of the New York Life Insurance 
Co. that George Kimmel is alive, and 
third the efforts of Mrs, Estelle Kimmel 
and her daughter, Mrs. Edna Bonslett 
of 3400 Nineteenth street, Chicago, to 
prove that Kimmel is dead and that 
they are entitled to $25,000 insurance on 
his life. 

“IT am not friendly- with the New York 
Life Insurance people,’’ declared ‘‘Kim- 
mel.” “I can in no way benefit either 
by the-denial or confirmation of my 
identity. I furnished funds to my moth- 
er and sister in Niles, Mich., when they 
were in need. I was George Kimmel to 
them before I was a convict and half 
crazed from an injury. They don’t want 
me, sick as I am. They want my life 
insurance instead.”’

Luckey move from the counsel table to 
the stenographer’s desk with her tele- 
phone, s0 that she would be sure to 
hear all her husband said. 

, Makes Long Answer, 

Luckey’s answer to the first question 
put by his attorney, Selden P. Spencer, 
consumed 30 minutes. He was asked to 
tell the circumstances of his married 
life. 

Luckey said that Mrs. Luckey began 
to show high temper and jealousy 15 
years ago. He first noticed it, he said, 
when she scolded him for talking to her 
mother,. who was 80 years old. On this 
occasion, he testified, his mother-in-law 
said to him: 
you.”’ 

When he was teaching schoo! at Fer- 
guson, he said, his wife threatened to 
leave him if he would not prefer 
charges against a woman school teach- 
rer whom she did not jixe. eee 

Says Wife Scolded Him, ~ 

“A little girl, 7 or 8 years. old, who 
was a pupil in my school, had a spaniel 
dog,” Luckey testified. “The child was 
very fond of me and in my absence 
she took the dog to my home as a pres- 
ent for me. When I returned home the 
dog ran to me. My wife said: ‘O, I 
see he knows you.’ She said it in a 
very insinuating way. She once told 
me I was lower than any dog. 

“Once when my wife was scolding me 
my daughter Edwina got down on her 
knees and said: ‘O, mamma, what has 
papa done?’ ”’ 

Luckey told of European trips which 
he organized for public-school teachers. 
He conducted six of these trips. 

“Once when we were going to Europe 
my wife charged me and the doctor 
with trying to poison her,” he said. ‘In 
1908, when we were on the Mediter- 
ranean, she accused a Miss Long of spy- 
ing on her.” 

Tells of Trip Abroad. 

In 1910, while they were in Detroit, 
Miss Maud Hamilton sat across the ta- 
ble from Mrs. Luckey at dinner, he said, 
and Mrs. Luckey shot angry looks at 
Miss Hamilton. When Luckey threat- 
ened to leave his wife behind if she re- 
peated’ this, she apologized, he said. 

His wife’s attitude to the teachers in 
his traveling parties affected his health 
and greatly interfered with the success 
of the: trips, he said. 

On another trip, he testified, his wife 
gave Miss Virginia Ring ‘ugly black 
looks.” - Returning from a European 
trip with 37 in the party in 1908, he said, 
the only ones his wife would speak to 
were the doctor and his wife. 

“Life Was Unhappy.” 

Luckey testified that his wife went 
through his pockets when he was asleep 
anf had a habit of waking him up to 
scold him. For 20 years, he said, she 
opened his mail and she once indorsed 
and cashed a check which had been 
mailed to him. Hg 

“In 1909," he said, “I told my wife in 
my daughter’s presence that my life had 
been unhappy and unprofitable. I said 
to her: ‘I cannot please you. You have 
viola: every element of right and 
justice. If I’m going to get any-pleas- 
ure out of life, I will have to start soon. 
I'll fight this thing to the bitter end, 
lose my job and every cent I have and 
leave town a beggar looking for hand- 
oute rather than stand this any 
longer.’ ”’ 

Luckey testified that his wife spied on 
him when he used the telephone and ac- 
cused him of talking to women and em- 
ployed detectives to shadow him. He 
had to pay the fees of these detectives, 
he said. 

“Gave Him Crusty Ansvwers.” 

Dr. William G. Moore, physician in 
the Luckey family for several years, 
testified that Luckey was of pleasant 
disposition and had a good reputation.

Mrs. Edward S. Robert, her daughter, 
Miss Georgette Madill, and her niece, 
Miss Elizabeth N. Allen, all of 4140 Lin- 
dell boulevard, who were among the 
survivors of the Titanic disaster, have 
planned to sail for England June 6. 
They have booked passage on the Bal- 
tic. They are crossing the ocean again 
for Miss Allen’s marriage to Dr. James 
Mennell, a London physician. 

Mrs. Robert is mourning the loss of 
a valuable collection of jewels which 
went down with the Titanic. It was 
not until the party returned to St. Louis 
that their friends learned details of the 
loss. hough Mrs. Robert declines to 
state a exact value of thesgaems, it is 
kaown to be considerable. 

» Matd Goes for Bag. 

After the liner had crashed into the 
iceberg and the women had been or- 
dered into the lifeboats, Mrs. Robert's 
maid, Emilie Kreuchen, 3453 Iowa ave- 
nue, remembered the jewels. She has- 
tened back to their cabin and seized a 
black handbag in which they were usu-- 
ally carried on their travels. 

Throughout the exciting incidents that 
followed, the maid clung to the bag. 
When she was being taken up & ladder 
by the side of the rescue ship, the Car- 
pathia, with a rope from above, under 
her arms, a lurch of the vessel caused 
her to drop the bag. It was caught by 
a seaman in the lifeboat beneath. When 
the maid proudly put the bag into the 
hands of Mrs. Robert she was dismayed 
to learn that the jewels and about $1000 
in cash had been locked up in the 
purser’s safe aboard the Titanic and had 
gone down with the ship. The bag con- 
tained only a few trifling toilet articles.

‘Titanic Victims ani Declares Awfulness of 
Grave in Ocean. Lost Its Terrors. 
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By THE REV. C. K. HINDS. 
(Canon of All-Saints Cathedral, who of-| 
ficiated at the burial of 116 bodies, the 
greatest number ever consigned to the 
ocean from one vessel). 

HALIFAX, Nova Scotia, May 1.—We 
left Halifax shortly after noon on April 
17, and had not proceeded far when fog 

set in, so that our journey was slow. 
We reached the vicinity of the wreck-: 
age Saturday evening. Early Sunday 
morning the search for the bodies began 
and the captain and other officers of 
the ship kept a lookout from the bridge. 

Soon the command was given, “Stand 
by the boats,”’ and a little later the 
lifeboat was lowered and the work of 
picking up the bodies as they were 
pointed out in the water to the crew 
was begun. Through the day some fifty 
were picked up. All were carefully ex- 
amined and their effects placed tn sep- 
arate bags, all bodies and bags being: 
numbered, 

Burial Service Begins. 

It was deemed wise that some of them 
should be buried. At 8 p. m. the ship's 
bell was tolled to indicate all was in’ 
readiness for the service. Standing on 
the bow of the ship as she rocked to and| 
fro one gazed at the starry heavens and 
across the boundless deep, and, to his 
mind, the psalmist’s words came with 
mighty force: 

“Whither shall I go, then, from Thy 
spirit, or whither shall I go, then, from 
Thy presence? If I ascend up to 
heaven Thou are there; if I make my bed 
in the grave, Thou are there also. If 
I take the wings of the morning and 
dwell in the uttermost part of the sea, 
even there shall Thy hand lead me, and 
Thy right hand shall hold me.”

Anyone attending a burial at sea will 
most surely lose the common impres- 
sion of the awfulness of a grave in the 
mighty deep. ‘rhe wild Atlantic may 
rage and toss, the snipwrecked mariners 
cry for mercy, but far. below in the 
calm, untroubled depth they rest in} 
peace. 

On Monday the work began again 
early in the morning, another day was 
spent in searching and picking up the 
floating bodies and at night @ number 
ij were buried. 

On Tuesday the work. was still the 
same until the afternoon, when the fog 
set in and continued all day Wednesday. 
Wednesday was partly spent In examin- 
ing bodies and at noon a number were 
committed to the deep. 

Thursday came in fine, and from early 
morning until evening the ‘work ‘ went 
on. ' During: the day word came that the 
cable ship Minia was on her way to 
help, and would be near us at midnight. 
Barly on Friday some more bodies were 


covered the ground fairly well and de- 
cided to start on-our homeward way 
at once. After receiving some supplies 
from the Minia we bid good-by ana 
proceeded on our way.

“The Mackay-Bennett succeeded -in 
finding in all 306 bodies, of which 116 
were buried at sea, and one could not 
help feeling as we steamed homeward 
that of those. bodies we had on board 
it would be well if the greater number 
of them were resting in the deep. 

It is to be noted how earnestly and 
reverently all the work was done and 
how nobly the members of the crew 
acquitted themselves during a work of 
several days, which meant a hard and 
irying strain on mind and body. 

What seems a very regrettable fact 
is that in chartering the Mackay-Ben- 
nett for this work the White Star com- 
pany did not send an official agent to 
accompany the steamer in her search 
for the bodies.

Sincere Feeling Is Shown for the 
Tragedy of Collision of Pow- 
erful Emotjons.

Turning back the leaves of time 23 
centuries, to where the dead petals of the 
art which once flowered in old Athens 
still exhales a faint fragrance, stu- 
dents of the Greek department of Wash- 
ington University produced in the origi- 
nal language Tuesday, night the ‘“Anti- 
gone” of Sophocles, which commemo- 
rates the “holy crime’”’ and heartrending 
doom of the noblest and most pathetic 
heroine of antiquity. Founders’ Hall, 
at Lake and Waterman avenues, was 
crowded by an earnest and attentive 
audience. 

It is difficult to act in one’s own 
tongue. It is more difficult to act in a 
foreign tongue. It is still. more difficult 
when that tongue its extinct. Moreover, 
as the lyrical passages of a Greek play 
demand skill in singing and dancing, it 
will be seen that the Greek department, 
in determining to produce “Antigone” 
set itself an ambitious task. That the 
resulting presentation was most credit- 
able is a compliment to the zeal of the 
students and the guilding genius of Prof. 
Frederick A. Hall of The classical de- 
partment of the university. ¥ 

Real Feat in Memory. 


the most’ musical language ever spoken, 
with an appreciative gusto, prolonging 
the sonorous, orotund vowels and giv- 
ing a singing quality to the harmonious 
. The acquirement of the 
hundreds of lines belonging to each prin- 
cipal actor was a real feat of memory; 
and was so thoroughly performed that 
those who followed the play with the 
Greek text before them detected only 
here and there the omission of a word. 

The student actors showed sincere 
feeling for the tragedy they were enact- 
ing—a tragedy arising from the colitsion 
in the woman-soul of Antigone of two 
of the most powerful emotions possible 
to a Hellene. These were the horror of 
abandoning the body of a relative to 
beasts and birds and sending his soul 
disgraced to Hades without funeral 
rites, and the deep instinct of obedience 
to the state. Antigone’s brother hay- 
ing been slain in battle against Thebes, 
Creon, the King, commands that it shal] 
not be buried, and pronounces the doom 
of stoning upon anyone who disobeys. 

Roles of the Students. 

The young girl’s ardent and impetu- 
ous temperament, her passionate will, 
equally sudden and unfaltering in its 
resolution, were well portrayed. by Miss 
Alice Henderson Miller. She was espe- 
cially touching in the wild and poignant 
recitative in which she bids farewell to 
“the holy eye of day’’ while going to her 
fate. A proper foil to her character 
was that of her sister Ismene, played 
by Miss Helen Mary Donnelly, who en- 
tered into the temper of the gentle and 
affectionate, but weak and timid, 
maiden.

ess Terminal Builds Span 
City Will Do So and Sue 
Association. 





The first of a series of ordinances in- 
tended to abolish all the steam railroad 
grade crossings in St. Louis was intro- 
duced in the City Council Tuesday. The 
ordinance was prepared by the Board of 
Public Improvements and provided for 
the abolition of the Union avenue grade 
crossing of the Terminal Railroad As- 
sociation. 

Ordinances ‘abolishing the Wabash and 
Rock Island grade crossings from For- 
est Park to the: western city limits, in- 
cluding the crossings at Lindell, Union, 
De Baliviere and Delmar avenues, will 
be introduced in the Council Friday. At 
each subsequent meeting of the Assem- 
bly the Board of Public Improvements 
will introduce one or more grade crogs- 
ing bills, until a bill for the abolition of 


every grade crossing in the city has} 


been presented. 
Provides for Viaduct, 

The Termina) Railroad Association has 
agreed to build the Union avenue grade 
crossing, provided the city will assume 
the consequential land damages. The 
bill provides for a concrete viaduct 119 
feet long, with a minimum clearance of 
20 feet above the streets. The roadway 
is to be 60 feet wide, with 2-foot side- 
walks on each side. The approaches are 
to be 80 feet wide. 

The south end of the viaduct is to 
begin 380 feet north of Brown avenue 
and extend 1190 feet north to a point 
1570 feet north of Brown avenue. 

Two bills were introduced, one pro- 
viding that the city should pay the con- 
sequential land damages and the other 
providing that this expense should be 
borne by the Terminal. 

The bill provides that within two 
months after the enactment of the ordi- 
nance the Terminal shall submit plans 
and specifications for the viaduct, and 
that the actual construction work shail 
begin within two months after the 
plans are approved by the Board of 
Public Improvements. The _ structure 
must be completed within 12 months 
after the approval of the plans. 

Penalty Clause in Bill. 

It is provided also that unless the Ter. 
minal builds the viaduct the city shall 
proceed to do the work and levy the 
cost against the Terminal. Penalty 
clauses are attached, providing fines for 
any violation of the terms of the ordi- 
nance, 

The bill was sent direct to the Coun- 
cil by the Board of Public Improve- 
ments, which has worked out an exten- 
sive grade crossing plan. The Terminal 
bill states that the Union avenue grade 
crossing is a nuisance, and endangers 
life and property.

NEW YORK, May 1.—Lawyers of the 
Astor estate have made their plans for 
the probate of the will of John Jacob 
Astor and other matters concerning the 
administration of the estate, following 
the expected arrival today of Mrs. Ava 
Willing Astor and her daughter, Alice 
Muriel, from Europe. Vincent Astor will 
reach the city with the body of his fa- 
ther not later than Friday, and counsel 
agreed that unless there were unfore- 
seen developments it would be better to 
postpone probating the will until that 
date, but it is likely it will be offered 
before the funeral. 

It was said .Mrs. Ava Willing Astor 
would not attend the funeral. Miss Alice 
will go, but her mother, it is believed, 
will stay in her rooms in the Hotel 
Gotham, 

Wall street men who tried to estimate 
the value of the Astor holdings gave fig- 
ures ranging from $90,000,000 to $150,000,- 
000. Well-inforgned bankers thought that 
Vincent Astor, who inherits four-fifths 
of the estate, would get not less than 
$95,000,000. It was said there were no 
bequests to charitable or educational 
institutions. 

Arrangements for the funeral of Col. 
Astor are not complete, but it is under- 
stood he once expressed a desire to make 
his final journey from the old family 
home at Rhinecliff, N. Y., and this wish 
will be observed. Burial will be in Trin- 
ity Cemetery. 

Besides the immediate members of the 
amily, all of Astor’s household serv- 
ants will be taken on the special train 
which will leave the Grand Central] Sta- 
tion. The .Rev. Dr. William H. Man- 
ning probably will read the funeral serv- 
ce. 
The pallbearers have not been chosen.

Officials Invited to Give Views 
on Valuation by Public Service 
Commission. 


SUBWAY PLAN TAKEN UP 





Members Unofficially Consider 
Project of Bore and a Sunken 
Railway. 





The Public Service Commission has 
scheduled public hearings Thursday in 
its investigation of the proper- 
ties of the United Railways Co. The 
commission has listed and inventoried 
every piece of track and all cars, poles, 
wire, real estate, horses, buildings and 
other equipment and property ow ned by 
the company. 

Officials of the company have been in- 
vited to appear with their attorneys and 
experts and show the commission what 
intangible properties should. be--included 
in the inventories. The inventories of 
the physical properties have been 


checked up by the United Railways Co. 
as the investigation proceeded. 

In making its inventories the commis- 
sion has taken no account of the fran- 
chises of the Railways company. As in 
the Union Electric investigation, the 
commission wil! treat the franchises is 
gifts to the Railways company from 
the city, which cannot be properly list- 
ed in a valuation of its assets: 

The final report of the commission 
will not be. made up until after the 
public hearings 

Not to Fix Fares. 

The commission is not expected to fix 
fares of the United Railways Co., but 
will deal extensively with plans for the 
betterment of the service, including 
universal transfers and ample cars for 
carrying the people without crowding. 

The valuation fixed by the commission 
will show to what extent the stock of 
the United Railways Co. has been wat- 
ered. The difference between the com- 
pany’s outstanding stock and bends, ag- 
gregating about $105,000,000, and the com- 
mission’s valuation will be an accurate 
record of the amount of water in the 
securities of the corporation. 

The commission as a whole has not 
considered the subway problem, but 
sé6me individual members have studied 
the subject. Unofficial statistics show 
approximately 6,000,000 fares a year 
should be collected for each mile of 
subway to make it profitable. 

A subway from.the business district 
to the city limits at Delmar Garden 
would be approximately seven miles 
long and would have to handle approxi- 
mately 35,000,0000 passengers a year to be 
profitable. The Clive, Page and Hodia- 
mont lines produce 55,000,000 fares a year 
and a subway would draw largely from 
these lines.. 


Sunken Railway Advocated. 
In the same manner a sunken railway 


along the right of way of the old Subur- 
ban line, now the Hodiamont line, has 
been considered. This could be built at 
very much less cost than a subway. The 
depression of tracks being just enough 
to avoid grade crossings. 


Suburban right of way to Hamilton ave- 
nue and there branch, with’one arm 
running northwest along the Suburban 
tracks and another west to Delmar Gar- 
den. This would afford rapid transit 
for practically the entire west end of 
the city.

Opponents of Prohibition of Worldly Amusements at 
General Conference Declare It Breeds Hypoc- 
risy and Cannot Be Enforced.

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., May 1.—Intcr- 
est is keen among the delegates who as- 
sembled for the opening here today of 
the quadrennial general conference of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church as to what 
action shall be taken on a proposal to 
change the present disciplinarian rules 
governing amusements. 


The rule prohibits dancing, games of 


chance, theater going, circuses and 
horse racing as being ‘‘a tendency to- 
ward worldiness.’’ The proposition as 
to its retention (or rejection has been 
referred to a committee. 

Among the arguments advanced in op- 
position to retaining the present rule, az 
given to the committee, are: 

“It violates Christian freedom. 

“It is a source of constant irritation. 

“It puts many in an unjust attitude 
as disloyal to the church. 

“It cannot be enforced. 

“As an unenforced law, it brings dis- 
cipline into contempt. 


“It keeps many conscientious people 
out of the church. 

“It breeds hypocrisy. 

“It has not added to spirituality in the 
church.”’ 

Arguments for continuing the rule are 
given as: 

“The rule voices a protest against 
worldliness. 

“Repeal suggests a backward 
morally. 


“Many will avoid harmful things be- 
cause the church directs. 


‘Repeal would be interpreted with 
great publicity as indicating a moral 
declension.’ 


It was stated it probably would be 
several days before the real work of the 
conference was reached. Only the morn- 
ings are to be devoted to conference 
business, the afternoons being given up 
to committees and the evenings to re- 
ports from missionaries.

IHAW'S LAWYER 
ASKS FOR JURY 10 
PASS ON SANITY 


Surprises State by Making New 
Motion in Fight to Free 
White’s Slayer. 





NEW YORK, May 1.—Two important 
moves were made yesterday in the case 
of Harry K. Thaw, slayer of Stanford 
White, who is fighting to obtain his re- 
lease from the State Asylum for the 
Criminal Insane at Matteawan. One 
was made by the State and the other 
by Clarence J. Shearn, counsel for Thaw. 


Attorney - General Carmody, upon 
whom has fallen the task of trying to 
prevent, Thaw’s release, retained as 
counsel: former District Attorney Je- 
rome. Jerome began his duties imme- 
diately. 

Shearn entirely unexpectedly. served an 
order upon Supreme Court Justice 
Keogh, before whom Thaw is to be 
brought in White Plains next Monday, 
to show cause why a jury shall not pass 
upon his client’s sanity. Such a trial 
would tend to relieve Justice Keogh al- 
most entirely of responsibility and would 
greatly enhance Thaw's chance to regain 


be so technical in character that the lay 
mind is not — to sift the chaff from 
the wheat. 

To Argue Motion. 

The motion comes up for argument 
before Justice Keogh tomorrow morn- 
ing. It will be vigorously opposed by 
Jerome, who will make his first public 
appearance in the case since he suc- 
cessfully opposed Thaw’s release in thu 
habeas corpus proceedings before Jus- 
tice Mills in 1909. 

It was pointed out by State official: 
that much depends . upon whether 
Justice Keogh grants a jury trial or 
takes the case himself. They are of 
the opinion the case should not go to 
a jury. In this they were borne out 
by Justice Mills, who so held in 1909. 
when Thaw forced the issue. Thaw ap- 
pealed from the decision, but the Jus- 
tice was upheld by the Appellate Divi- 
sion and later by the Court of Ap- 
peals, 

Justice Fitted for Case. 

Justice Mills held that testimony given 
by experts should be passed upon by a 
judicial and analytical mind and not by 
men who of necessity could not sift 
such complicated, and often contradic- 
tory, evidonce. Justice Keogh is par- 
ticularly well able to sit in this case, 
as he has adjudicated scores of similar 
phases of insanity.

A MEANINGLESS PRIMARY, 

The most striking feature of Massachusetts’ 
extraordinary and complicated primary election 
was the apathy of the voters. 

The Republican election was preceded by an 
unparalleled contest between a President and an 
ex-President, who slang-whanged each other and 
begged for votes in theshustings. Yet 40 per cent 
of the Republican voters failed to cast ballots. 

President Taft, who descended into the arena 
to belabor his predecessor in office and former 
political patron, barely saves his skin in the 
presidential preference primary and wins only 
18 of the 36 delegates. With the Federal ma- 
chine, the support of the most powerful party 
leaders in the State and practically unlimited 
funds, the President obtains only half the dele- 
gates and a few hundred more than half the votes 
cast. 

On the other hand, ex-President Roosevelt, after 
bitterly assailing the President, his former polit- 
ical protege, and rending the air with demagogic 
appeals, falls. below Mr. Taft in the preference 
vote and splits the delegation. ) 

-Mr. Taft’s plurality of the preferential ballots 
is 3600. Mr. Roosevelt’s majority in the vote for 
delegates-at-large is 8200. 

\WHither the Republican voters did not know how 

vote the complicated double ballots, or were 
indifferent, or were disgusted with the disgrace- 
“A plague o’ both 
your houses!” was probably the sentiment of 
most of the stay-at-homes. 

On the Democratic side the apathy was more 
conspicuous. Less than one-third of the total 
Democratic vote was cast. Of these few Demo- 
cratic votes, two to one were for Speaker Clark 
against Gov. Wilson. The campaign in Boston, 
where the Speaker gained the greater part of 
his majority, was marked by bitter and unscru- 


| pulous assaults on Gov. Wilson, appealing to the 
‘}religious and national prejudices of the great for- 
jeign-born population there and,throughout the 


State. 

In the contest for delegates-at-large—the only 
one in which he entered—Gov. Foss was the vic- 
tor. 

In this crisis in the Democratic party both the 
campaign and the vote were discreditable to the 
Magsachusetts Democrats. The campaign was 
distreditable to the Republican contestants and 
the results were unsatisfactory. To thinking 
people the voice of Massachusetts in the critical 
situation of both parties will have neither mean- 
ing nor effect.

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THE HARVESTER TRUST TRUTH. 
Cyrus McCormick’s defense of the Harvester 


Trust is good—as far as it goes. As an example 
of begging the question it would be hard to beat, 
The farmer on the steppes of Southern Russia 
or the plains of Manchuria pays less for the same 
reaper than the price paid by the farmer in IIli- 
nois or Nebraska. None of all the iniquitous in- 
dustrial trusts in the United States has taken 
heavier toll of unearned money from the Amer- 
ican people. None has given less in return. 

The Harvester Trust may have no water in its 
capitalization. If so, the lack of it was an over- 
sight on the part of Messrs. Morgan and Rocke- 
feller. It may only earn 7 per cent dividends 
There are other less ostensible avenues for the 
distribution of revenue, notably subsidiary supply 
companies. But as long as it pays freight to 
Russia and Sweden and pays the high import 
tariffs of those countries and sells its machinery 
for lower prices there than to American farmers 
almost within sight of its factories, it has a slim 
claim to be the noble, charitable institution for 
the benefit of the public which Mr. McCormick 
would have us believe it. 
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The idea of the presidential primary may be 
good, but it is evident that the machinery must 
be simplified if the very object of the system is 
not to be defeated. 
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WAITING FOR THE ASH OART. 

This ought to be an excellent season for the 
city to begin collecting the ashes,~ There aren't 
any ashes, or, that is, there wouldn’t be any by 
the time the city got its wagons on the streets, 
and this long-delayed public service could be 
instituted so inexpensively that it would stick in 
the end by virtue of inoffensive intrusion.

This concern controls the bridges over 
the Mississippi at that point and is a 
partnership of 14 railroads entering St. 
Louis. It has had the power to exclude 
other raflroads from its indispensable 
facilities for doing business in the city, 
and it has imposed _ discrminating 
charges on traffic originating within a 
distance of 100 miles or so from the city. 
The order of the Court is for a reor- 
ganization, which shall bring all roads 
within the equal benefits and burdens 
of:these bridge and terminal facilities, 
and which shall abolish the discrimi- 
nating charges. 

It is through a long public agitation 
led by the St. Louis Post-Dispatch that 
this prosecution of monopoly arose, and 
to a fearless press alive to the public 
interest belongs no small share of the 
trfumph of that interest.

That there are plenty of black sheep 
among the great number of lawyers 
may be the fact, but until law can be 
dispensed with by a supersensitive and 
conscientious people it will be safe to 
say that men cannot dispense with law- 
yers. It makes a good deal of differ- 
ence on which side a technicality is 
raised, but beyond that, and we ask our 
readers to remember it even against 
their impulse, it is not by any means 
every man that is equipped to tell on 
which side is justice.

BOUT WITH EATON

A low blow delivered by Leo Kelly in 
the fourth round of the scheduled eight- 
round bout between Kelly and Ad 
Eaton, Tuesday night, before the Irish- 
American Club, brought the match to a 
sudden termination. The boxers, up to 
this time, had given an interesting ex- 
hibition in a hard- ~fought contest with 

honors about even. 

The blow which caused the damage 
and sent Eaton to the mat writhing in 
pain was delivered with the right hand 
and was intended as an upper cut to 
the body as Kelly was rising from a 
stooped position. It probably was a mis- 
judgment of distance that caused it, 
Kelly not realizing that Eaton was so 
near. 

Kelly was by the fallen boxer’s side 
in &@ moment inquiring the extent of his 
injury, and when told that the blow had 
landed low expressed his regret, saying: 

“I am sorry; you know I didn’t mean 
akg 


Before leaving the clubhouse Kelly 
again sought the injured man and ex- 
pressed a similar sentiment. 

When the accident happened I realized 
at once that Eaton was hurt and so 
soon as I ascertained the probable ex- 
tent of his injury and that Eaton would 
be unable to continue, Kelly was dis- 
qualified, as provided by the rules. 


Not Seriously Hurt. 

After being treated by Dr. I. W. Pow- 
ell, the club’s physician, Eaton was able 
to leave for his home, and the physician 
gave it as his opinion that the injury, 
though painful at the time, was. not 
serious. 

The boys entered the ring in splendid 
condition, having made the required 
weight of 135 pounds at 8 o’clock Tues- 
day afternoon. , 

Eaton’s good condition was particu- 
larly noticeable because of the contrast 
as compared to what it was when 
he lost to Kelly about two months ago, 
having on that occasion substituted for 
Harry Trendall on 36 hours’ notice. 

Kelly was introduced as the “Pride of 
Compton Hill” and Eaton as the “Idol 
of Blue Ridge,’’ and the applause which 
followed each announcement indicatéd 
a large personal following present for 
each. 


When the bout opened, little time was lost 
before the beginning of hostilities. though the 
boxers exercised. a little caution that grad- 
ually wore away as the bout progressed. 

In the first two rounds Kelly proved him- 
self to be slightly the better boxer and his 
blows were directed with more precision. 
Eaton aimed most of his blows for the stom- 
ach, while Kelly countered well to the head 
and face. 

Eaton the Aggressor. 

In the third round, however, Eaton, who 
was very aggressive, let out a wrap and 
outfought and outgeneraled Kelly. Once in 
this round Kelly had to be cautioned for 
hitting low, but the blow had done no dam- 
age and he immediately apologized. 

The fourth round opened with both boys 
eager and they went at it hammer and tongs 
fashion, and in the hard exchanges that took 
place Kelly began to use an effective upper- 
cut. It was after one of these exchanges, 
in which Eaton had had somewhat the better 
of it, and while the boxers were near the 
east side of the ring, that Kelly, who stood 
leaning forward with gloves drawn close to 
his head as protection from a shower of 
blows delivered by Eaton, suddenly hit out 
with both hands, and a blow delivered with 
the right landed foul. Eaton crumpled like 
a rag. It was done so quickly that many 
of the spectators failed to realize what had 
happened and thought Kelly had landed on 
Eaton's jaw and scored a knockout. To those 
who were near and in direct line the blow 
was perfectly plain and immediate aid was 
rendered the fallen boxer. Up to the time 
of its sudden ending the bout gave promise 
of being one of the best which has been seen 
here, as the boys appeared to be quite even- 
ly matched. 

Cain the Busy Boy. 

' The semi-windup at 122 pounds between 
Charley Cain and Abe Attell developed a 
}good contest, made so particularly because 
Cain, who had lost to Attell in their pre- 
vious bout by lying back and trying oc- 
casionaliy for a knock-out, adopted a dif- 
ferent plan of battle and was far more 
aggressive, 

Attell, as usual, resorted to a left jab 
and footwork, and in this way landed 
many light punches without a return. But 
when they exchanged at close range, Cain 
invariably had the better of it and out- 
slugged the little Hebrew, driving him 
about the ring and landing the most ef- 
fective blows. 

Attell Was responsible for nearly “all the 
clinching that was done, and frequently 
was forced by Cain, who refrained from 
clinching, to let go in order to escape #hort

An elaborate system of small parks, 
playgrounds, public bath houses, and 
open-air swimming pools, proposed for 
the central and congested districts of St. 
Louis, will be outlined by Park Com- 
missioner Davis in his annual report to 
be submitted to Mayer Kreismann with- 
in a few days. Davis will recommend 
that the expenditures necessary to con- 
struct and maintain the breathing spots 
be provided by a bond issue. 

He will recommend that the city buy 
a large tract and establish a park. simi- 
lar to Fairground in the central south- 
ern portion of the city as a general 
playground. 

A census map of St. Louis is being 
prepared by the Park Department and 
Public Service Commission, from which 
Davis expects to ascertain the centers 
of population in the various sections, 
Juvenile Court, health and police rec- 
ords will be examined by him to deter. 
mine the centers of the poorest health 
and criminal tendencies among the chil- 
dren, . 

Dakota Park Playground. 

The result of these investigations will 
be used in his plans for the playgrounds, 
swimming pools and quarters for out- 
door sports. 

Davis will establish a public play- 
ground in Dakota \Park, Virginia and 
Dakota avenues, this summer, if the 
necessary appropriation is made in the
